Gettysburg's Population Over 4,000 


The Census Bureau made public 


last week the population of Gettys- 
burg according to tbe census enumer- 
ation taken last year. Gettysburg has 
substantially grown to a population 
of 4,080. Tbe census of 1900 gave a 
population 3,495 and of 1890 3,221, the 
increase in the past ten years being 
53d, an Increase more than doubling 
that of tbe preceding ten years which 
had been 274

more physical training. 
Attention 


was called to the fact that the best 
recitations of the day are given after 
recess, when scholars have had the 
opportunity to breathe into their lungs 
fresh air and whether any arrange- 
ment that got rid of recess was not 
detrimental to the health of the child 
and the efficiency of the school. 


Then the matter of play-grounds 


was taken up and assertion made that 
Gettysburg had nothing that deserved 
the name play-ground and that at 
the rate the town was developing 
there would soon be no available 
ground for the children for a play- 
ground. Attention was called to the 
fact that the woman who came to the 
town to organize this association had 
stated that in many communities the 
work of Parent and Teachers' Associa- 
tions had been to establish equipped 
play-grounds and the work needed in 
Gettysburg was to find play-grounds 
and then see whether they could be 
rented or bought and how much the 
School Board would contribute to the 
same. The association should find out 
next what an equipped play-ground 
was and the cost of equipment and the 
result niust be happy children with 
healthy minds in healthy bodies.

Pass Big Pension Bill 


Under suspension of the rules re- 


quiring a two-thirds vote for its adopt- 
ion, but without the formality of a roll 
call vote, tbe House of Representa- 
tives last week passed tbe Sulloway 
bill increasing the "age pensions" 
granted to soldiers of tbe Civif and 
Mexican wars. 


It is estimated that tbe annual cost 


of carrying out tbe bill will be $45,489,- 
468. 


Speaker Cannon left bis seat on tbe 


rostrum, and from the center of the 
republican side made an appeal to the 
House to pass tbe bill. At tbe con- 
clusion of his speech, tbe bill was 
passed by a viva voce vote of 212 to 62. 
The nays were divided among the Re- 
publicans and Democrats. 
It was 


not made a strict party bill by eitber 
party ana was supported from both 
sides. 


Under this bill as passed any per- 


son who served 90 days in tbe Civil 
War or 60 days in tbe Mexican War 
and was honorably discharged, will 
be put on the pension roll and pen- 
sioned as follows: 


When 62 yrs. old or over, $15 a mo. 
When 65 yre. or over, $20 a uao. 
When 70 yrs. or over, $25 a ino. 
When 75 yrs. or over, $36 a ino. 
Under existing law such soldiers re- 


ceive $12 a month when 62 year? or 
over, $15 when 70 or over and $20 it 
month when 75 years or over.

The Lincoln Way 


Congressman D. F. Lafeau, intro- 


duced into tbe House of Representa- 
tives, a bill providing for the con- 
struction of tbe Lincoln Way between 
Washington and Gettysburg. 
The 


bill provides for a road 200 feet wide 
and its cost is not to exceed $3,000,000, 
and to be a National tribute of af- 
fection to Abraham Lincoln. The 
road would have an appropriate archi- 
tectural entrance in Washington and 
at Gettysburg and the president is 
authorized to appoint a commission to 
have charge of the construction. 


Senator Oliver has agreed to intro- 


duce the same bill into tbe Senate. 


Another project for a $2,000,000 mon- 


ument may block tbe success of the 
Lincoln Way ror a time but we are 
trusting tbe ultimate sense of the 
American people that no monument 
could ever adequately express tbe 
American estimate of Lincoln. 
A 


monument would be simply doing; the 
same old thing- in the same ojd way 
and if wade more massive tftuf^ 
other memorials'would only be nuTre 
offensive. If Congress would only 
take time to tbiok and get out-of their 
heads Improvement plans of Wash- 
ington tbey must realize that tbe only 
fitting memorial would be Tbe Lin- 
coln Way. Keeping green tbe mem- 
ory ot tbe great Lincoln as long as our 
hills and valleys last. 


Drop in. Produce. 


From Chicago comes tbe story of a 


big drop in sight in country produce, 
butter, eggs, cheese and poultry 
Thousands of tons of produce have 
been put in cold storage during the 
past five years in tbe effort to force up 
the prices and keep them up. 
But 


things have been going wrong with 
tbe cold storage people. 
Tbey must 


raise cash and tbe only way in sight 
is to get rid of tbeir cold storage sup- 
plies. It is said that one firm con- 
trolling 44,000,000 pounds of butter in 
32 warehouses will sell tne entire 
stock before May 1. Tne situation in 
the egg, cbeese and poultry market is 
almost as aggravated as that in the 
butter market. It is believed many 
firms will sell tbeir cold storage stock 
at a loss which will result in a number 
of failures and that tbe falling prices 
of the cold storage products will bave 
a tendency to keep down tbe prices of 
tbe new supply. 
Tbe prediction is 


made that prices will RO many cents 
oelow what has been the prevailing 
prices for months. 


THE UQOOR JJCBISB CODRT 


CONDITION ATTACHED TO THE 
GRANTING OF APPLICATIONS. 


No Public Card Playing to b* Al- 


lowed—Revocation if Room for 


that Purpose be Provided. 


The annual liquor license court was 


held on last Friday. There were 37 
applications for places that have been 
licensed. There were no new appli- 
cations. No remonstrances or objec 
tions of any kind had been filed and 
the work of the court consisted in ex- 
amining the applications and bonds 
formally entering the decree of license 
granted and bond approved. 


In the application of Lewis Gulp of 


McSherrjstown. the court recalled a 
etter sent by the constable at the No- 
vember court complaining that Mr. 
lulp allowed cards to be played in his 
hotel tor the drinks. The court had 
directed the district attorney to dis- 
over whether the writer of the letter 
had personal knowledge of the matter 
and the distiict attorney had received 
a letter from the woman saying that 
she had not seen the card playing, but 
that her husband had told hei about 
it. Mr. Culp when questioned said 
lie had had an unpleasant occurrence 
with the man and while he admitted 
that card playing was allowed in a 
public room he denied that it was al- 
lowed for the drinks. The license was 
granted to Mr. Culp on the condition 
that he would not permit public card 
playing at his hotel. 
The court said this condition was 


not only applicable to Mr. Culp but to 
every one to whim a license was grant- 
ed, that public card playing would'be 
a good reason for the revocation of a 
license, that it encouraged evils the 
proprietor should avoid, that this pro- 
hibition referred to public rooms main- 
tained by the proprietor for card play- 
ing but did not apply to guests play- 
ing in their rooms without the knowl- 
edge and -consent of the proprietor.

adventurous journey he got his team 
saffly over the Indian-infested plains. 
The freightage at that time was worth 
2Q cents a pound. Later with a part- 
ner, 
hf drove horses east through the 


Indian country. Brushes with the In.- 
•dians were numerous, and one day his 
partner, who had ventured too far 
from the wagon, train, was driven in 
•wi;h seveial arrows sticking in his 
back. Returning to Franklin county, 
Senator Stewart took up the grain 
business at Scotland. 
He remained 
there until a few years ago. when he 
moved to Chambersburg to live in re- 
tirement.

LONGEST TELEGRAPH CIRCUIT 


If 4,000 M!le» Long, Extending from 


London to Teheran, In 


Persia. 


Persia and its capital, Teheran, 


have been very much be/ore tuo pub- 
lic lately, but probably few people are 
aware that the news -which has couae 
through to London lias passed over 
the longest telegraphic circuit in the 
world, says the Ixmdon Daily News. 


The distance between London ancj 


Teheran by wire is 4,000 miles ancj 
the operator in 
Teheran 
coinmuni. 


cates direct with the operator at the 
London end, automatic repeaters tak- 
ing the place of operators at ten 
places along the circuit. 


The first repeating 
station 
from 


London is at Lowestoft where the 
wires enter the North sea, beneath 
which they run for 200 miles to Em- 
dent, Hanover, where the second au- 
tomatic repeater continues the mes- 
sage. 


Thence it is flashed to Berlin. War- 


saw, Rouno, Odessa, Kertch, Sukhum, 
Kaleh, Tiflis and Tauris, from each of 
which stations it is instantaneously 
forwarded without human 
interven- 


tion, the telegraphist at Teheran, who 
receives the message from Tauris, be- 
ing the first operator to handle 
it 


since it left London. From Teheran 
the line then extends to India, but 
nowhere else is there a circuit so 
long as that hetween Teheran and 
London.

They have camels of their 
own, which their husbands are not al- 
lowed to mount, and their household 
duties are, so to say, nil. 


They are allowed to have an ad- 


mirer who saddles their camels and 
runs errands for them. According to 
the Gentlewoman, the attitude of this 
admirer must remain strictly platonic, 
for if he starts mating love to the 
lady the husband flies into a temper, 
and an angry Tuareg becomes a dan- 
gerous creature.

LONGEST TELEGRAPH CIRCUIT 


Is 4,000 Miles Long, Extending from 


London to Teheran, In 


Persia. 


Persia and 
its capital, Teheran, 


have been very much before the pub- 
lic lately, but probably few people are 
aware that the news which has come 
through to London has passed r»ver 
the longest telegraphic circuit in the 
world, says the London Daily News. 


The distance between London and 


Teheran by wire is 4,000 miles anci 
the operator in 
Teheran 
communi- 


cates direct with the operator at tha 
London end, automatic repeaters tak- 
ing the place of operators at ten 
places along the circuit. 


The first repeating station, 
from. 


London is at Lovvestoft where 
the 


wires enter the North sea, beneath 
which they run for 200 miles to Em- 
dent, Hanover, where the second au- 
tomatic repeater continues the mes- 
sage. 


Thence it is flashed to Berlin. War- 


saw, 
Rouno, Odessa, Kertch, Sukhum, 


Kaleh, Tiflis and Tauris, from each of 
which stations it is instantaneously 
forwarded without human 
interven- 


tion, the telegraphist at Teheran, who 
receives the message from Tauris, be- 
ing the first operator to handle 
it 


since it left London. From Teheran 
the line then extends to India, but 
nowhere else is then; a circuit so 
long as that between Teheran end. 
London.

I am to discus* the glory, strength, 


and weakness of the home and school in 
HO far as they contribute to, or detract 
from the betterment of mankind and 
tt»e progress of the race. A good home 
i« the grandest and mo*t glorious in- 
stitution in the world. It is rightly 
and worthily tne most delightful and 
loveliest pi a'ce on earth. Everything 
that is really beautiful or lovely in 
life and in human relations, and in the 
worlds activities, has had its begin- 
ning and nurture in the home. It is 
110 wonder poets sing its praises, and 
writers of prose laud its beauty and 
glory. It is no wonder that the pil- 
grim often yearns for it, and that the 
travelers heart leaps for joy when 
homeward bound. It is, first and 
last, not only tbe most delightful and 
loveliest place, it is the most precious 
memory of all the years of life. The 
home is also the greatest institution 
in the world. It is the greatest in 
several respects. It is greatest in that 
it is the first, and oldest institution. 
It is greatest next because of being 
tbe nucleus of the church and state. 
The church began iu tbe home with 
the father as prophet and priest, and 
tbe mother as helper and ministering 
angel. The state began in tbe home 
with the father as king, and the moth- 
er as queen, and the children as sub- 
jects. The church is simply homes 
united with supervising prjpbetsand 
priests, growing out of fie needs of 
means to stimulate home 
piety, to 


eliminate selfishness in the world, to 
promote tbe spirit of brotherhood and 
the practice of righteousness. Ihe 
-state is simply an aggregation of 
homes under^upervising ruleis grow- 
ing out of tbe need of adjusting and 
regulating the conflicting interests of 
human society, and to promote gen- 
>eralj>e«ce and prosperity. There are 
•eome who in view of the existence of 
the church and state—eliminate the 
church and tbe state in thehome.every 
such course will prove disastrous at 
has been the case in tbe past, as when 
the Kingdom of tiparta took tbe child- 
jeo out of homes and made them pub- 


wafdi. It is well just bete to note 


that tbe establishment of tbe church 
and tbe state does not abrogate the 
fact of tbe father still being the divine* 
ly appointed prophet, priest, and king 
in tbe home. It is still obligatory 
tbat be teach religion, and bold religi- 
ous worship, and also, tbat be train 
the children to obedience of law and 
authority. It ia by and through these 
things tbat the home derives and re- 
tains its superlative greatness over 
any other institution. Tbat which 
produces, ia greater than the thing 
produced. Tbe home is also tbe great- 
eat institution because it baa more 
power for good or evil than any other 
I except nothing so far as either one 


..^concerned.. Take it with reference to 


"fcvii. I do not except tbe house of ill 
fame, the gambling den, tbe dancing 
Jball, tbe theatre, the pool room, the 
liquor club room, nor even the saloon 
which la said to be, and not without 
-reaaon, the most demoralizing and 
ruinous institution in the world, I 
grant all of these do their share of evil, 
but most of their victims get their 
start in tne home through neglect or 
bad teaching, or bad influences. To 
prove my assertion and to show I am 
not talking at random, let me refer 
you to some result* of investigations. 
Mr. Kingeinill in bis book, "Prison 
and Prisoners" records that 4 out of 
every 5 criminals convicted and im 
prisoned bad their beginning in bad 
.homes or want of homes. Col. Gardner 
Tufts who for 10 yean bad oversight 
of all the youths in Mass, who were 
sentenced by tne courts, says, that of 
the 20,000 brought under his charge 
not more than one tenth bad anything 
like good homes, and nine tenths were 
reared in homes without good influ 
ences. tiov. Bice of the aame state 
when in office said that seven eighths 
of the prisoners in the State prison 
were under 21 and 
they were not 


chiefly fallen Kood young men, but 
those who never had good home train- 
ing. These same things hold true in 
every state in the union. You see my 
contention holds true. I know tbe 
custom is to lay the blame on condi 
tions outside of the home. Parents 
will say : "Tbe saloon has my boy' 
or "The house of ill fame has my girl,' 
but in moat cases you will find tni 
home is to blame. They got tbei 
start through neglect to subdue thei 
evil natures by godly teaching, and 
boly examples, and careful training 
A child can no more be good or d 
good without good teaching and good 
training than a leopard can chabgi 
bis spots or the Ethiopian his skin 
In the presence of bad teaching and ba< 
example they must go wrong. Again 
say, "The homes are tbe mightiest 
factors for evil in the world. Tbe sa- 
loons and other evil places are only 
their resorts and the feeders in their 
downward careers. 


Now take the other declaration tbat 


tbe home is tbe greatest institution in 
its power for good. In this respect, 
Coo, I except nothing, neitner tbe dun- 
day School, nor any other school, nor 
tbe atate, nor Young Men's nor Young 
Women's Christian Associations, and 


' not even the church. I grant theae 


are great and good institutions and do 
;good, but they are only powerful a .id 
at (their beat in so far as the homes 
Jead to them. Tbty have little or no 
influence over thoae tbat lead other- 
wise, except as they go diligently after 
the children and tben nurture them. 


- -J5ut tbey can never save as frequently 


came up iu an aneembly of 190 mime* 
ten and the/ began an investigation 
among themselves of their ancestry 
and early life, with a view to how 
many had good homes, and it 
found that every one could trace hie 
course to a good home. There used to 
be a great deal of discredit thrown up- 
on ministers' sous aud daughters be- 
cause of their vivacity and exuberant 
spirits and pranks. Tbeir mischief was 
classed as vice. However tbat may be, 
they have made good. A greater pro- 
portion comparatively have attained 
to eminence and worthy citizenship 
than iu any other profession or calling 
iu life. Reference to any biographical 
cyclopedia will be sufficient to con- 
vince any one that may be skeptical. 
The rule is that out of good homes 
come good children. It ia the excep- 
tion if any go wrong. Let* tban 5 
per cent, of tbe sons aud daughters out 
of preachers' homes bave been caught 
iu the maelstroms of evil, or added 
anything to the destructive or demor- 
alizing forces of tbe world. This ia all 
the more remarkable when we con- 
sider that some good parents fail in 
tbeir duty to their children in the way 
of both teaching and training as in tbe 
nstance of Eli, the high priest and 
udge of Israel. The home is the strat- 
gic point for cultivating, promoting 
nd propogating all good. It is truth- 
ully said that a child that is sent out 
rom a pure well regulated home has 
aJf tbe battle of life fought. Now I 
ave only considered tbe powerof the 
lome for good or evil so far as tbe child- 
en are concerned, but it does not 
nd there by any means. 
Tbe home is tbe determining factor 


n tbe motives and morals and ideals 
f individuals of society, of business, 


>f politics and ot the state. 
What* 


ver the motives, morals and ideals in 
he home, they will be in all the 
flairs of life, society business and 
overnmeut. If you know what they 
re in the homes you know just what 
hey will be in other spheres. If you 
an obtain the general moral average 
f the homes in any community, you 
an strike the mean average of the 
morals of tbe community, and vice 


ersa. 
In tbe geographical world, springs 


make brooks, brooks make creeks, 
reeks make rivers and rivers make 
xjeaus. In the human world, homes 
make 
communities, communities 


make states, and states make nations, 
f tbe springs are pure, tbe brooks and 
ivers will be pure. If springe send 
orth bitter and foul waters, the brooks, 
reeks, and rivers will be naneeous 
nd deadly, Bo, if homes are pure and 
send out well taught and well trained 
hristian young men, tbe community, 
late, and nation will t>e clean and 
flourish, If the fountain of the home 
s tainted and poisoned by sin and 
worldiiness, then those who come out 
will carry its contaminating and de 


of today, wboareao good and pious 
will soon be a thing- of the paat. The 
gnndfather'e end gnndmother'e of 
to-morrow will not take tbeir plaete 
nor be like them, they will amply be 
"tbe old men," and "the old woman." 
We are already reaping tbe harvaat In 
the decline of home life, It ia cropping 
out everywhere, We can aee it ID tbe 
widespread spirit of worldliueae, To a 
very large extent the trend of tblnga 
seems to be downward and away from 
good. But to be more specific we aee 
It flrst in the unfaithfulness to. the 
marriage vowa. Nothing la 
ominous or porteotioue in our tlaata 
tban the liberal aud looee way in 
which the marriage relation ia viewed. 
According to tbe divorce statistica of 
California, one out of every »'x mar- 
ried couples in that atate ia divorced. 
In Onio one out of every five mar 
riages are *aid to end in dlvorcs, and 
10,000 divorcee take place in a single 
year. In some states tbe conditions 
are better, but bad enough, for tbe 
census report ot 1900 reveals tbat one 
out of every twelve marriages in the 
United States, ended in a divorce 
court, and further, that there waa an 
average of 73 divorces to every 100.000 
inhabitants. Still further, according 
to the census board at Washington, 
there was a suit tiled for divorce every 
two minutes, and a divorce granted 
every three minutes for the previous 
tweuty years. Divorce kas become so 
common tbat it would really be im- 
politic.if one regarded policy, to speak 
against it in many religious congre- 
gations. 


Again, the decline of the religious 


home is cropping out iu the ruae man- 
ners, bad habits, rowdyism, hoodlum- 
ism, lawlessness, disobedience, irrev- 
erance, vicious practices, and degen- 
erate doings in general among child- 
ren. 
The average American child la 


selfish, domineering, sell-willed, pert, 
forward, insolent, imprudent, obstiu- 
ate, and in some cases incorrigible. It 
does not regard tbe rights of others, 
nor respect authority. It is a terror 
n tbe schools, in civil affairs, in so- 
ciety, yea, everywhere. 
Conditions 


n some places have become BO bad 
hat curfew laws have to be adopted 
>y town and city councils. They are 
compelled to take matters in hand to 
protect the public and to stay the 
ncrease of vice, crime and immortality 
The curfew law wherever necessitated 
is a shame and disgrace to our mod- 
ern home life. 


Again this decline is cropping out 


n the dropping oif in church attend- 
ance at all times, and in all services, 
jut partieulary in the night services. 
tt is said that city churches with rive 
lundred members, will often scarcely 
have fifty present in the Sunday night 
service. Many church members never 
jo at all now, except on communion 
days. Bad as things are among ad- 
ults, tbe absence of children is most 
consplcious, and the sad feature. 


Again, it is cropping out in tbe 


widespread 
demoralization 
of the 


times among all classes and every- 
where. The social, business, and po- 
litical spheres of activity are all noney 
combed with corruptions of every 
kind. Tbeie is such an absence of 
moral consciousness, and moral recti- 
tude, and moral purity among men 
away up, and among many of our 
youth tbat It is almost appalling. Tbey 
seena to have no regard for honor, and 
have little, if any realization of the 
obligation of righteousness to those 
about them, or to tbe God above them. 
The golden rule is flung aside as 
though it were mere rubbish. These 
things are manifest in the corrupt 
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Property in 


moralising and deadly influence into 
society business and the government, 


nd what exists in the homes will ex- 
st there, except that it will be en- 
arged, expannded and more fully de- 
veloped. 


The Christian home in conjunction 


with the church and school has pro- 
duced all that is good and glorious in 


ur civilization. The Christian home 
and the church have been the factors 
n making good men and women, and 
he schools in making intelligent and 
progressive citizens. 
Moat 
people 


hink the chief sources or good and 
progress lie 
in tbe churches, and 


schools, and state, but tbeyfare really 
secondary, tbey are dependent upon 
he home. The church of itself can .

revelations. I need but refer you to the 
•land grabs", tbe graft, bribes and 
ither hinds of dishonesty prevailing 
0 extensively. It is also manifest in 
be exposures of the trusts and corpor- 
ations tbat have beat the government; 
also in the exposure of tbe thousands 
who seek escape from payments of 
duties ; also in toe election frauds aud 
selling of voting franchises, also in 
the exposuje of swindling schemes 
and in other things. We are almost 
daily astounded at tbe number and 
character of tbe men iu high life, aud 
in tbe limelight of public.position and 
public trust who are breaking under 
moral tests. Tbe state and the nation 
is m disgrace because of it. Tim« 
fails me to speak of the growing dis- 
regard of tbe sabbath, aud tbe eouse- 
quent harm, aud of other evils. Now 
1 am not M sensationalist, nor a pessi- 
mist, nor a misguided alarmist, i can 
see tbat on the whole things are not as

these are not first husbanded and nur- 
tured in the homes they will largely 
go for naught. The school of itself 
can only give intelligence, but if it is 
not tempered with tfafj wradom from 
above, it only terms toward selfishness 
and barbarism. The -stare of itself can 
only legislate and govern, btft legis- 
lation and govetntnent cannot make 
people better. It rs necessary to good 
government, that those by whom It rs 
administered, aud tbe gbvernoted be 
righteous, otherwise the people will 
motif n. Thus "you see the Christian 
bonie'undenles every good and glor- 
ious thing, ^9ow while it is true that 
the church cannot prdpogate good 
Without the cooperation of the home, 
it Is equally true tbat the home can 
not regenerate and promote good with 
out tbe church. 
One is dependent 


Upon tbe other and tbeir work is ret- 
roactive. 
Tbe same is true of the 


home with regard to the school and 
nation, there must be cooperation. 
Without Christian homes and good 
home influences tbe church couldmake 
little headway; tbe schools would pro- 
duce only scholars without religious 
tone, or noble sentiment, or lofty 
ideals; tbe state would be shown re- 
spect for law and morals, and it would 
not be long until society, Business, 
politics would ail go to the bad fully 


Now we coine to the alarming part 


of this subject. While the Christian 
home has been a marvelous factor In 
our civilization and has certainly let 
in the uplift of the world, there are 
unmistakable signs of its decay. The 
home and home life, have been under 
going wonderful changes, in tome re 
spects the homes have been changing 
for the better. 
Tbey bave become 


more beautiful and more complete in 
equipments, they are more beautifu 
in architecture, more beautiful in fur 
nisbings, more commodious, fuller o 
conveniences and comforts, and more 
beautiful In arrangements, but while 
the home bave been changing for bet- 
ter, the home life has to a leaa or great- 
er extent changing for worse. 
We 


have fallen upon *ad time*. Tbe re- 
ligious feature, "the church in the 
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bad as tuny se«m, aud that lu reality 
and truly they were never better ur 
brighter m me world's history, aud 
tbat the things mentioned are ouly 
frequent exceptions, rather thau the 
rule. But, they ate significant aud 
snow tbe trend of tue timea aud the 
need of calling a halt. I know of the 
many loyal Christian homes that bave 
ueen aud are yet fountains of truth 
aud purity, ana bow they have pro- 
duced auu sent forth thousands of 
men aud women who are blesjing tbe 
world aud mankind by their noble 
lives and heroism and uuaelflab deeds; 
but still there is danger aud all are iu 
jeopardy and liable to be affected by 
the same virulent poisons that have 
been, and are at work now blasting 
aud destroying human society. 


But eome one may say, "Is the 


home responsible and • to blame for 
these feanul conditions we lace in the 
church, iu society and iu affairs of 
business and state"? Nome thin* not. 
Some are disposed tj lay the blame 
on the ministry, some on the spirit of

Tbe seed of this harvest began to be 
>wu nearly 50 years ago. We can 


trace the trend away from. God and 
lofty motives to neglect of religious 
teaching and training in the home, 
•ud to tbe abandoning of the family 
•It'r. 
An improper Idea of the pur- 


pose of the Sunday School may have 
had something to do with these thiniia 
for parents seemed largely to have 
turned over tbie whole matter to its 
care. The consequence has been the 
nipst important period of their lives, 
with most favorable en virouuieut were 
unimproved, and when they thought 
to begin their religious education, aud 
traiuiug, the favorable opportunity 
was practically over, and the trend to 
their lives already given aud their 
future in some measure determined. 
Ihere are no years of life so valuable 
iu acbilds life as the elementary years 
the years when just beginning to learn 
to do things. No Sunday School can 
ever make up fully for failure on tbe 
part of parents iu this period. The con- 
sequence of such courses is tbat tbe 
families of such are not grounded in 
the faith nor iu the practice of its 
principles, and 
not having much 


depth of root to their religious con- 
victious it has been very easy to slip 
into a motiveless life, other thau its 
own selflgfa gratification. There were 
never so many people who lived on 
the principle that we should eat, drink 
and make merry, for tomorrow we die, 
as now, though it is not heralded from 
the house tops. I have really been 
auia/ed of later, years to flud how 
many people are actually assuring 
aud reassuring themselves that death 
ends all. 


We can trace the dishonesty and 


corruptions in business aud politics to 
the spirit of greed in the homes. Right- 
eous living brought prosperity, in- 
stead of cultivating a thankful and 
benevolent spirit they became greedy 
for more. This has led to the push, 
rush and hurry of modern life. The 
rich want to get richer, and the poor 
want to keep up with the rich. The 
children are taught by example, if not 
by precept, tbat money getting is the 
chief aim of life, and so they set out to 
get it by hook or crook, just so they 
get it, and that is their highest ambi- 
tion. 


We cau also trace the lessening ab- 


sence of a church going habit to lack 
of its early formation in the home. 
Failure in this respect, and lack of in- 
terest aud loss of power to bold the 
young people has been noticed for 
years. Tbe churches began to look 
for the cause, and to invent means io 
correct it. It resulted in tbe organiza- 
tion of young peoples societies, and 
lately to brotherhoods; then to using 
church attendance punch cards and

How 
evex that may be, the real truth in 
the 
fault 
is not in the 
church 


itself, and it has been working at tbe 
wrong place and only complicating 
matters. Tbe real fault is in the home 
Parents have been getting careless 
and tbe children are not trained in 
church going habits young enough 
They have been humored and allowed 
to go or not as they might choose, and 
they have chosen not to go. Tbats tbe 
solution. 


We can trace the pleasure craze to 


prosperity. Prosperity awakens de- 
sires in the home for show and a good 
time in general, more often than a care 
for the poor, tbe sick, the maimed and 
blind. The temptation has been yield- 
ed to, and nosuch gorgeous social enter- 
tainments, and no such dissipation, 
licentiousness aud gluttony has been 
known since tbe days of Home. The 
accounts of bacbanaliau orgies tbat 
come to us in the daily papers bid 
fair to eclipse 
the Roman 
feasts, 


when every law of decency was out- 
raged and they actually took emetics 
ao they could eat and drink more, but 
modesty forbids me speaking further. 


We can trace divorce* to uuscriptur- 


•I ideas of the marriage relation tbat 
are entertained in homes. One is tbat 
marriage is on'y a legal contract and 
not a holy compact or an ordinance of 
Hod. Another is that of looking upon 
H from a mercenary point of view, and 
considering "doing well" by 
tbe 


wealth and social standing of tbe man 
or woman rather than character and 
love. Another is regarding it as a 
mere matter of lustful convenience, 
and consequent entering into it want- 
only rashly and unadvisedly. An- 
other thing is failure in the home to 
teach self control and the practice of a 
spirit of forebearance and grace. This 
is evident from the fact that the most 
frequent cause given for divorce is 
cruelty and incompatabihty. 


We cau trace the prevalence of law- 


lessness, crime, revolution and terror- 
ism to the failure of the average home 
m controlling tbe children 
The 


children are allowed to do as they 
please 
They are never compelled to 


do anything they don't want to do, or 
to desist from anything they want to 


creasing indulgence iu questionable 
amusements to the home. 
Parent 


have actually been opening the doors 
and setting the pace. 
Euchre decks 


of cards are to be seeu almost as fre- 
quently In Christian homes as unchris- 
tian homes. 
Christian parents are 


now going to uances aud theatres. 
Wiue drinking customs are also again 
being brought into the home. Some 
time ago a young man loid me that 
during a short stay in a Christian com- 
munity he had been in nearly 50 
homes aud was ottered wine or cider 
nearly as tuauy times and this in socall- 
ed Christian homes. As an excuse for 
these innovations the parents aav,"Ob, 
the dear children—the 
must have pleasure." 
dear children 
Yes! the dear 


children must be indulged. Yes ! you 
will give them fire or a viper to play 
with, no wonder so "many are burned 
aud bitten. Again tbe parents say as 
an excuse, Would you make the home 
a tomb or a sepulchre ? No! make it as 
cheerful aud pleasant as the tiuest 
club room or saloon; but you don't 
need to bring in the gamblers cards, 
uor tbe saloon to do it. 


Just one other thing more. We can 


trace the existence of club rooms, 
lodges, aud other modern resorts to 
taking the religious features out of 
home life. There are few really hap- 
py firesides anymore. There is no as- 
sembling of the family together—there 
is nothing to assemble it tor except 
meals or a weddiug or funeral, conse- 
quently the men gravitate toward the 
club room or other resorts. 
Mauy 


homes are mere inns, places to eat aud 
sleep. Tbe family life is lost in tbe 
whirl of business and the gayety of 
society. 


These derelictions in the homes aud 


the attendant evils looming up m the 
world are comia«r to be recognized as 
having a vital and inseparable con- 
nection, and everywhere, from pulpit 
aud press, the cry is beinis raised, 
"Back to the Christian home." 
The 


perpetuation of good, and its propoga- 
tion iu the world depends upon restor- 
ing aud preserving the Christian home. 
It's tbe only solution to working out 
all problems relating to righteousness, 
peace, order, prosperity and happi- 
ness. 
Make the fountain of home 


pure, keep it pure, control and direct 
it'right in the beginning and its out- 
flow will be a benediction in the world 
and the mightiest element in its uplift. 


Now just a word about our schools. 


They are tbe glory of our civilization. 
No other people have ever enjoyed 
such educatioual advantages, and no- 
where else is there such wide spread 
intelligence. In days tbat have gone 
by they have fostered all that was 
good and uplifting m tha home. Par- 
ents could always be sure that their 
boys and girls would be safe when 
sent to them. 
But sad »o say that 


cannot always be said now, tor the 
same elements are at work there as in 
the home, yea the poison seems to be 
everywhere. 
Our common schools 


are better than ever in most respects— 
but in their moral aspects, if all we 
hear is true—not so good. 
They are 


said to be to a lessor greater extent, 
permeated with vice and with the 
spirit of caste. This condition is not 
[he result of fault in the lives of tbe 
teachers or any immoral teaching 
It 


las the same source and it comes 
largely in the same way as the ele- 
ments of decline have come in church 
and nation. 
But to make matters 


worse the same conditions tbat are at 
work in the home are creeping into the 
text books, they largely lack those 
things that would inculcate moral or 
ethical sentiment and practice, Be- 
sides this the curriculum makes no 
provision for teaching anything along 
ethical line which should aud could be 
done without infringing on any statute 
in our government pertaining to re- 
ligious liberty. The are certain ethi- 
cal standards that are fundamental 
to citizenship, on which all agree, that 
should by all means be taught. In 
old reading books there used to be 
much along ethical lines, now you can 
scarcely flnd anything of that charact- 
er. 


The Seminaiies, and the College 


and the Universities are more inag- 
nittcant then ever, and equipped with 
better facilities to teach, but they too 
have oeen on the retrograde in the su- 
preme essential iu all education. The 
home neglect is in telling them as well 
aa elsewhere. It is actually dangerous 
to send a young man or woman away 
any more, so many schools are per- 
meated with skepticism aud there are 
so many things to lead astray. Once 
emphasis was laid on chapel services 
and tbe religions needs were individu- 
ally looked after. 
Now it is largely 


left to organizations and there is a 
spirit of religious indifference. 
Once 


emphasis was laid on literary societies, 
now it is laid on athletics, which as 
conducted contributes more toward the 
cultivation of tbe brutal instincts, and 
ncidentally, to gambling propensities 
than to health and vigor. 
Once all 


were one great family in the college, 
now fraternities with their smokers, 
feeds, dancing and card playing rule 
be day, and tbe college is divided into 
cliques and factions. 
We have tbe 


Y. M. C. A.'» but they as a rule only 
exist at a dying Jrate, comparatively 
few attend or take any active interest 
n them. The moral tone of colleges 
was once very high, now it la compar- 
atively low. 
All over the land tbe 


need is felt for a revival of religious 
nterest in Colleges and Universities, 
and steps are being taKen in many in

This is a truly remarkable record 


for a town of this size. Measles Is 
again conspicuous by its total absence. 
It is hoped that when it does reappear 
we wjll have the co-operation of the 
public, in willingly isolating cases, 
and by this means preventing its 
spreading as in former years. It is 
the intention of th eBoard to put forth 
every eFort to have the law regarding 
the minor diseases fully enforced. As 
a preliminary, we have published a 
warning as to the liability of house- 
holder. While this is not legally neres- 
sary. it was done so that no one will 
have the excuse of ignorance of the 
requirements of the law. 


The outbreak of diphtheria, un- 


doubtedly imported, with its unfortu- 
nately high mortality, was the only 
serious feature of the year's work. 


Typhoid fever, while showing a 


slightly higher than usual number of 
cases, cannot be said to have been 
epidemic at any time, as the cases oc- 
curred scattered through the whole 
year.

Ex STATE BESATOB ALEXAKOEI STEW- 


ABT, long prominent in the affairs of 
Franklin county, member of a dis- 
tinguished family and active for years 
in the fight against Quay-Penrose 
domination of the Republican party in 
Pennsylvania, and well known to 
many Adams county people, died In 
bis 68th year last Thursday at Cham- 
bersburg. 
He had been In- falling 


Jiealth for several years. Two broth- 
ers, Justice John Stewart, of the Su- 
preme Court of Pennsylvania, and 
George H. Stewart of Shippeusburg. 
and a a.i»ter, Mrs. John Craig of Read- 
ing, survive him. Mrs. Stewart died 
in 1897. They had no children. When 
John Stewart led the independent fight 
in the gubernatorial campaign in 1882, 
Alexander Stewart was one of his ad- 
visers, and from that time continued 
active in the anti-machine movement. 
Alexander Stewart became the leader 
of the anti-Quay forces in the county, 
and the Republican county organiza- 
tion was turned against the state boss. 
After serving as Republican county 
chairman from 1897 to 1899, he was 
elected state senator in 1890 from the 
old Franklin-Huntlngton district with- 
out opposition from any candidate of 
any party. His second election was 
in 1904 and when Adams and Frank- 
lin were formed into a senatorial dis- 
. trict he finished his term as represent- 
ing this district In the legislature 
of IdOl Senator Stewart opposed the 
election of Quay as United States sena- 
tor, and throughout his period of ser- 
vice at Harirsburg he allied himself 
with the independent 
forces. The 


Quayites wasted much effort in try- 
ing to bring him over to-their side. 
When his second term in the senate 
expired, he declined to be a candidate 
again. Failing health caused him to 
withdraw from active politics, but his 
counsel continued to be much sought. 
Senator Stewart came from Scotch- 
Irish stock and was born in Sbippens- 
burg, September 17, 1843. When only 
17 years old he enlisted in Company 
D. 
150th Pennsylvania 
Volunteers. 


Later he joined the 201st Pennsylva- 
nia Volunteers, and he was mustered 
out in 1865 as first lieutenant in com- 
mand of Company K of that regiment. 
After the war he went west and en- 
gaged in hauling freight by wagon 
from Omaha to Denver. His first trip 
of this kind was undertaken alone 
and without experience, and after an 
adventurous journey he got his team 
safely over the Indian-infested plains; 
The freightage at that time was worth 
20-cents a pound. Later with a part- 
ner, he drove horses east through the 
Indian country. Brushes with the In- 
dians were numerous, and one day his 
partner, who had ventured too far 
from the wagon train, was driven in 
with several arrows sticking in his 
back. Returning to Franklin county,

It 4,000 Miln Long, extending from 


London to Teheran, in 


Persia. 


Persia and Us capital, Teheran. 


have been very much before the pub- 
lic lately, but probably few people are 
aware that the newt which haa come 
through to London has passed ever 
the longest telegraphic circuit in the 
world, says the London Daily News. 


The distance between London 


Teheran by wire is 4.0CO miles and, 
the operator in Teheran communi. 
cates direct with the operator at the 
London end, automatic repeaters tak« 
ing the place of operators at tea 
places along the circuit. 
, 


The first repeating station 
from 


London is at Loweetoft where 
the 


wires enter the North sea. beneath 
which they run for 200 miles to Em- 
dent, Hanover, where the second au- 
tomatic repeater continues the mes- 
sage. 


Thence it Is flashed to Berlin. War- 


saw, Rouno, Odessa, Kertch, Sukhum, 
Kaleh, Tiflis and Tauris, from each of 
which stations it is instantaneously1 
forwarded without human interven- 
tion. the telegraphist at Teheran, who 
receives the message from Tauris, be- 
ing the first operator to handle 
it 


since it left London. From Teheran 
the line then extends to India, but 
nowhere else is ther« a circuit so 
long as that between Teheran and 
London.

ty was all bis life tbe embodiment of 
the best principles and traditions of a 
patriotic Pennsylvania. Th«* family 
is of Revolutionary stock, and his 
grandfather Jacob Erdtuan waa a 
member of the Twenty-ninth Con- 
gress. Young Erdmau, after attend- 
ing the famous private school at 
Quakertowu, conducted by Rev. Dr. 
A. R. Home, went to Pennsylvania 
College at Gettysburg, from which he 
was graduated with honors in 1865, at 
tbe age of 17. He was among the 
body of students that stood within 10 
feet of Lincoln, when he delivered his 
immortal Gettysburg address, and al- 
so one of Lincoln's student guard of 
honor during the President's visit 
there to dedicate the battlefield. 


Mr.|Erdman wan noted rather for 


his ability as a logician and lawyei 
than as a magnetic popular speaker. 
For 15 years, during the 80's and the 
90's tbe great rivalry for Congressional 
honors between Mr. Erdman and the 
late Congressman, William H. Sow- 
den, formed a matter of State interest. 
Having served his country as District 
Attorney aud County solicitor for 
many years, he was in 1892 elected to 
Congress, from the Berhs-Lebigh dis- 
trict, and re-elected in 1894. He be- 
came noted for two things, first his 
great friendship with Speaker Thom- 
as Brackett Reed, and also for his per- 
sistent objections to private pension 
grabs. 


A staunch Democrat, Mr. Erdman 


was thoroughly versed in the history 
of bis party, and all its principles and 
tenets, and be could apply to any 
political situation the soundest logic 
in line with Democratic doctrine. 


JOHN B. MTERS died at New Balti- 


more on June 14 after a week's illness 
from pneumonia, aged about 55 years. 
He was a carpenter by trade. He is 
survived by his wife who was a daugh- 
ter of the late George Hoke of Ber- 
wick township. Four brothers and 
two sisters survive, Emanuel of New 
Baltimore, Ezra E. of Midway, Abra- 
ham B. of Lancaster, Samuel, Mrs. 
John Herr and Mrs, Abraham Herr of 
Lancaster county.
